A Halifax resident who fought 
off two intruders armed with 
Tasers says he’s baffled and 
disturbed by the attack. 

“Even if I could get these 
people in a room and ask 
them what ... is their prob¬ 
lem, that would make me 
feel better,” said Sasha Baron- 
ovsky, 25, on Thursday. “Even 
if it was, ‘We thought you was 
this drug dealer,’ I want to ... 
know what’s going on here.” 

Baronovsky returned to 
his Moran Street apartment 
around 11 p.m. Wednesday 
and left the door unlocked 
while handing coffee to Van¬ 
essa Richard, who he shares 
the apartment with. 

A few minutes later, they 
heard the outer door open. 

Baronovsky opened the in¬ 
ner door to find two masked 


men, who started shocking 
him with small Tasers. 

“I think the creepiest part 
was the silence. They didn’t 
say anything,” said Baronov¬ 
sky. 

The Tasers were weak, 
and an enraged Baronovsky 
fought back, repelling the 
pair into the entryway. 

“If (Vanessa) and the cats 
wouldn’t have been here ... I 
probably would have tried to 
talk to them,” he said. “But it 
was her and the cats behind 
me, you guys are in front of 
me, and it’s going to stay that 
way.”

Baronovsky kept swinging 
— and connecting — until 
the hapless pair gave up, tak¬ 
ing off in a waiting silver car. 

Richard, meanwhile, ran 
the couple’s three cats out of 
harm’s way and returned to 
help — only to find the dust 


already settling. 

“My brain was going in¬ 
sane, because I was going, ‘Is 
he getting stabbed; do they 
have guns,”’ she said. “By the 
time I came back to the door, 
Sasha has them both out of 
the house. And I’m like, what 
happened?” 

The intruders were carry¬ 
ing backpacks, and Baron¬ 
ovsky said he believes they 
expected to find drugs in the 
apartment. 

“We’re quiet people; we 
don’t look for trouble,” said 
Richard, adding she wants 
to find a new home, pronto. 
“Are they going to come back 
because he beat the crap out 
of one of them?” 

The pair called police, but 
Baronovsky believes a “ghost” 
unit was already on the street 
and missed the entire event. 

A Halifax police spokes¬ 
person said there was no indi¬ 
cation of any unmarked units 
in the area at the time. 

“If there would have been 
a unit there, all our officers 
can be radioed,” said Const. 
Pierre Bourdages. “They 
would have known what was 
going on. They would have 
helped.”

A man deemed a high-risk 
offender after killing two 
people while driving drunk 
told a Halifax judge on 
Thursday his brain damage 
led him to walk into a liquor 
store in January. 

Michael Gerard Cooper, 
55, pleaded guilty to two 
counts of breach of condi¬ 
tions in Halifax provincial 
court Thursday and was re¬ 
leased after being sentenced 
to time served, as he had al¬ 
ready spent over a month in 
custody. 

Cooper was arrested on 
Jan. 28 for entering the 
Nova Scotia Liquor Corpora¬ 
tion outlet beside Sobeys 
on Mumford Road and was 
remanded to the East Coast 


Forensic Hospital for a fit¬ 
ness assessment. 

The report stated Cooper 
was criminally responsible 
but has significant brain 
damage as a result of a trau¬ 
matic injury during the col¬ 
lision where he killed two 
people, making it difficult 
for him to live independ¬ 
ently. 

“Half the time I don’t 
even think about where I’m 
going or what I’m doing,” 
Cooper said in court when 
asked if he wanted to speak. 

“Brain damage, that’s all 
it is.” 

Damage to the frontal 
lobe is often accompanied 
by socially inappropriate 
behaviour and comments, 



and has changed Cooper’s 
personality drastically, the 
assessment said. 

Crown attorney Susan 
MacKay told the court she 
had spoken with Cooper’s 
brother, who has set up a liv¬ 
ing situation in Dartmouth, 
where Cooper’s landlady 
will supervise him during 
the day and give him work 


around the building, since 
he was a carpenter. 

“We don’t have any rea¬ 
son to think that he’s act¬ 
ively going out there, trying 
to get behind the wheel of 
a car and drive when he’s 
drunk,” MacKay said outside 
court. 

MacKay said she is hope¬ 
ful Cooper will get more as¬ 


sistance when he is assessed 
by Community Services. 

Cooper was released 
from a federal penitentiary 
in New Brunswick on Jan. 
22 after serving a seven-year 
sentence for killing Angela 
Smits, 19, and her boyfriend 
Michael MacLean, 20, in May 
2004 in the collision in Cape 
Breton. 


Operation Interloper snags 11 suspects 


Police in Halifax say 11 people 
are facing charges after a 
month-long investigation 
into street-level drug traffick¬ 
ing in the Halifax area. 

Titled Operation Interlop¬ 
er, police say they executed 
search warrants at five dif¬ 
ferent locations on Thursday 
morning and arrested nine 


men, one woman and one 
male youth ranging in age 
from 17 to 61. Cocaine and 
marijuana were allegedly 
seized in the stings. 

In a release, police say 
they have “significantly dis¬ 
rupted the street level drug

Halifax police are releasing 
more information about a 2013 
murder and asking the public 
to help find another piece of 
the puzzle.

plates on the vehicle are from. 
The black Charger was seen on 
Afficville Road around 6 p.m. 
on Oct. 10. 

Sudds was last seen in Hali¬ 
fax around 4 p.m. on Oct. 10 
and spoke with family mem¬ 
bers in the early evening. 

His body was found in a 
ditch on Afficville Road by a 
woman out for a walk on Oct. 
13. 

Police have said he was the 
victim of a shooting, and they 
are now releasing more details 
about his death. 

“We now believe Mr. Sudds 
was murdered on Afficville 
Road in the evening of Oct. 10,” 
said Bourdages. “We do know 
he was seen by friends in the 
afternoon of the 10th and mur¬ 
dered there in the evening.” 

Sudds was known to police, 
but they wouldn’t confirm on¬ 
line postings made shortly after 
the discovery of his body sug¬ 
gesting he was a member of the 
violent Spiyfield M.O.B. gang. 

Police also said it’s too early 
to say whether Sudds’ killing 




was random or targeted. 

Bourdages said the investi¬ 
gation is progressing. 

“We’ve had an investigator 
on this file since the get-go and 
when information can be re¬ 


leased, in any investigation, we 
do so,” he said. 

“We still are looking for any 
information that might lead us 
to whoever is responsible for 
Mr. Sudds’ murder, but at this 


time, we’re looking for 
info on that vehicle.”

Outrage over missing, 
murdered aboriginal 
women keeps growing 


Nova Scotia’s three main 
party leaders have joined the 
call for a national public in- 
quiiy into missing and mur¬ 
dered aboriginal women fol¬ 
lowing the slaying of Loretta 
Saunders. 

Liberal Premier Stephen 
McNeil said Saunders’ death 
is a tragic reminder of a ser¬ 
ious issue. 

“I commend the federal 
government for its efforts 
so far but I urge my federal 
colleagues to take this work 
one step farther,” McNeil said 
Thursday in a joint statement 
with the leaders of the Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives and 
NDP. 

Saunders, a 26-year-old 


Inuit woman from Labrador, 
was studying at Saint Maiy’s 
University in Halifax when 
she vanished last month. At 


the time, the honours stu¬ 
dent was writing her thesis 
on murdered and missing ab¬ 
original women. 


Her remains were found by 
the side of a New Brunswick 
highway two weeks after her 
disappearance. Blake Legette, 


25, and his 28-year-old girl¬ 
friend, Victoria Henneberry, 
are charged with first-degree 
murder in her death. 

It is estimated there are 
hundreds of cases of mis¬ 
sing and murdered aborig¬ 
inal women dating back to 
the 1960s. A United Nations 
human-rights investigator 
called that statistic disturbing 
last year during a fact-finding 
visit to Canada in which he 
also urged the federal govern¬ 
ment to hold an inquiiy. 

Canada’s provincial and 
territorial leaders backed the 
request for a formal inquiiy 
into the issue after meeting 
with aboriginal leaders last 

July- 

The pressure on Ottawa to 
act has continued to mount 
since Saunders’s death. 

The federal Conservatives 
say they renewed funding to 
combat violence against ab¬ 
original women in their re¬ 
cent budget and have so far

resisted pleas for an inquiiy. 

A special parliamentaiy 
committee has also been 
studying the issue, but Nova 
Scotia Toiy Opposition Leader 
Jamie Baillie said the time has 
come for a full-fledged na¬ 
tional inquiiy, calling it “an 
important next step.” 

NDP Leader Maureen Mac¬ 
Donald said Saunders’ death 
highlights what she calls a 
troubling pattern of violence 
against women that needs to 
be addressed by all levels of 
government.

“I would like to express 
my strong dismay and con¬ 
demnation of the editorial 
cartoon published in the Pic¬ 
tou Advocate on March 5th,” 
said Central Nova MP Peter 
MacKay in a statement. 

“This image is deeply of¬ 
fensive, outrageous, insulting 
and completely inappropri¬ 
ate. I call on all parties in¬ 
volved to make an unequivo¬ 
cal apology.” 

Jon Goldberg, executive 
director of the Atlantic Jew¬ 
ish Council, also issued a 
statement.

Nova Scotia’s economic de¬ 
velopment minister says his 
department is reviewing a 
proposal for the creation of 
a regional enterprise net¬ 
work in Cape Breton.

Demise of Springhill 
no surprise to Ivany

Man who led economic 
study speaks about 
decision of Springhill 


A decision by Springhill 
council to dissolve the town 
in northern Nova Scotia isn’t 
surprising, but it is a recogni¬ 
tion by local councillors that 
something had to be done 
to deal with its financial 
problems, says a university 
president who led a panel 
on the province’s economic 
future. 

Acadia University’s Ray 
Ivany said Thursday he ex¬ 
pects a number of other 
municipalities will be faced 
with decisions similar to that 
taken by Springhill because 
of shrinldng populations and 
economic decline. 

Ivany said the move by 


Springhill is consistent with 
the analysis in the panel’s 
report released last month, 
which warned that Nova Sco¬ 
tia faces a bleak future unless 
population and economic 
trends are reversed. 

“We’re at a point now that 
you can’t make the numbers 
work when you look at the 
changes that we’ve had in 
our population demography,” 
said Ivany. “Unless something 
else changes on the economic 
side, the equation just won’t 
work.” 

Ivany spoke after ap¬ 
pearing before the legisla¬ 
ture’s economic development 
committee. Springhill coun¬ 
cil voted this week to dissolve 
its status as a town and join 
Cumberland County by April 
1, 2015. Mayor Maxwell Snow 
said council felt it had no 
choice after years of dealing 
with rising costs, and a de¬ 
creasing population.

A Dartmouth man could face 
prison time and thousands of 
dollars in fines if convicted of 
marriage fraud.

U.S. President Barack 
Obama condemned the moves 
and the West answered with 
the first real sanctions against 
Russia.

“The proposed referendum 
on the future of Crimea would 
violate the constitution and vio¬ 
late international law,” Obama 
said.

Russian President Vladimir 
Putin’s hand was almost cer¬ 
tainly behind Thursday’s dra¬ 
matic developments, but it was 
not clear whether he is aiming 
for outright annexation, or sim¬ 
ply strengthening his hand in 
talks with the West. 

The White House moved to 
impose financial sanctions and 
travel restrictions on oppon¬ 
ents of Ukraine’s new govern¬ 
ment. The EU also announced 
limited punitive measures 
against Putin’s government. 

Crimea’s parliament 

rammed through what 
amounted to a declaration of 
independence from Ukraine, 
announcing it would let the

You’re a 16th centuiy Ger¬

What’s a guy looking for a 
tactical edge to do? Bring on 
the rocket cats! 

Fanciful illustrations from 
a circa-1530 manual on ar- 
tillery and siege warfare by 


Franz Helm of Cologne seem 
to show jet packs strapped to 
the backs of cats and doves, 
with the German-language 
text helpfully advising mil- 
itaiy commanders to use 
them to “set fire to a castle 
or city which you can’t get at 
otherwise.” 

Digitized by the University 
of Pennsylvania, the unusual, 
illustrations recently caught 


the attention of an Austral¬ 
ian book blog and then found 
their way to Penn researcher 
Mitch Fraas. “I really didn’t 
know what to make of it,” 
said Fraas, a historian and 
digital humanities expert at 
the Penn library. “It clearly 
looks like there’s some sort 
of jet of fire coming out of a 
device strapped to these ani¬ 
mals.” 


Fraas said he could find no 
evidence that cats and birds 
were used in early modern 
warfare in the way prescribed 
by Helm. A good thing, too. 

“Sort of a harebrained 
scheme,” Fraas said. Helm’s 
manual is filled with strange 
and terrible imageiy, from 
bombs with shrapnel to ex¬ 
plosive devices studded with

United States. 

Senators refuse to 
take power over 
prosecution away from 
top commanders 


The United States Senate on 
Thursday blocked a bill that 
would have stripped senior mil- 
itaiy commanders of their au¬ 
thority to prosecute rapes and 
other serious offences, capping 
an emotional, nearly yearlong 
fight over how best to curb sex¬ 
ual assault in the ranks. 

The vote was 55-45, short of 
the 60 necessaiy to move ahead 
on the legislation sponsored 
by Sen. Kirsten Gillibrand, a 
Democrat.

Proponents of the bill in¬ 
sisted that far-reaching changes 
are necessaiy to curb a scourge 
of rapes and sexual assaults. 
Gillibrand’s effort bitterly div¬ 
ided the Senate in a battle that 
smashed conventional lines on 
gender and political party. 

Conservative Sens. Ted 
Cruz and Rand Paul, both pos¬ 
sible Republican presidential 
contenders, backed her effort, 
while the chairman of the 
Armed Services Committee, 
Democratic Sen. Carl Levin, op¬ 
posed the measure. 

The U.S. militaiy has strug¬ 
gled increasingly in recent 
years with sexual assault. The 
Pentagon estimated that 26,000 
members of the militaiy may 
have been sexually assaulted in 
2012, though thousands were 
afraid to come forward.

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From ‘high risk* to hopeful 



International Women’s 
Day. Lawrence Hill, 
author of The Book 
of Negroes, writes 
about his experience 
volunteering with girls 
at high risk for sexual 
assault and HIV exposure 



As International Women’s 
Day approaches, I wonder 
how many Hillside High 
Schools exist in the world. 
But I would bet good money 
that there is no Hillside High 
School like the one I saw in 
Manzini, Swaziland. 

In early February I had 
travelled to Swaziland as 
a volunteer to support the 
work of Crossroads Inter¬ 
national and its local de¬ 


velopment partner, the 
Swaziland Action Group 
Against Abuse (SWAGAA). 

The girls greeted me by 
singing at the top of their 
lungs. There were nearly 
100 girls crammed into a 
room with no open windows. 
Finally, a teacher held up her 
hand, brought the singing to 
a halt and asked what was on 
the girls’ minds lately. 

The answers came ringing 
out lucidly and unadorned: 
Was it appropriate for a high 
school girl to take up with a 
sugar daddy? What if they 
were exposed to HIV and 
died like their parents? What 
about teenage pregnancy? 

Swaziland has the high¬ 
est rate of HIV in the world, 
and young women are the 
hardest hit of all. 

According to a study in 
2008, 37 per cent of girls be¬ 
tween 15 and 19 have HIV. In 
Swaziland, one girl in three 
will be sexually abused be¬ 
fore age 18. The wave of sex¬ 
ual violence is so unrelenting 
that SWAGAA has created a 
network of “girls’ empower¬ 


ment clubs” to teach girls 
about their legal rights, 
issues of sexual reproductive 
health, and the need to op¬ 
pose and report abuse. 

The day after I visited 
Hillside High School, I gave 
a creative writing workshop. 


Almost every girl in the 
group of 20 spoke or wrote 
about sexual assault. One 
girl began a writing exercise 
with these words: “Darkness 
has been my only mentor.” 

Crossroads International, 
a small Canadian NGO I have 


been supporting as a volun¬ 
teer for 35 years, directs its 
development activities to 
girls and women in various 
African countries and in Bo¬ 
livia. 

In the case of Swaziland, 
the girls’ empowerment 


clubs “are saving lives,” says 
SWAGAA executive director 
Cebile Manzini-Henwood. 

“There is urgency in the 
need to address sexual vio¬ 
lence against young girls in 
my country, to teach them 
about practices that consti¬ 
tute gender-based violence 
and provide a safe space for 
them to report the violations 
and receive care, love and 
support.” 

On the eve of Inter¬ 
national Women’s Day, let’s 
remember girls and women 
around the world when we 
are donating from our own 
pockets and channeling 
Canadian-led development 
efforts.

Serious allegations. 
Harper’s former senior 
staffer faces new 
RCMP investigation 


The RCMP is probing serious 
new allegations of illegal lob¬ 
bying by a former senior ad¬ 
viser to Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper in connection with his 


work for a powerful business- 
funded energy advocacy group 
in Calgaiy. 

The RCMP says that after 
Bruce Carson left the PMO he 
steadily worked federal Con¬ 
servative contacts at the top¬ 
most levels to influence the 
development of a new national 
energy strategy and got hand¬ 
somely paid for it, contraiy to 
the criminal code and lobbying 
laws that ban lobbying within 


five years of holding a public 
office. 

The revelations raise fresh 
and troubling questions about 
the access that Carson, a once 
disbarred lawyer, had to top 
officials in the Conservative 
government without anyone 
suggesting it might breach the 
Conservatives’ own rules. 

“None of them blew the 
whistle,” said NDP ethics critic 
Charlie Angus. But Harper’s 


parliamentaiy secretaiy 

shrugged off Opposition ques¬ 
tions in the Commons Wed¬ 
nesday; first saying Carson is “a 
private citizen,” then claiming 
the government did refer his 
activities to federal authorities. 

“If this gentleman is found 
to have broken any laws, he 
should suffer under the foil 
consequences of the law,” said 
MP Paul Calandra.

time,” said Craig Kielburger, 
international activist and 
co-founder of Free The Chil¬ 
dren. 

Prerana Gambhir, a 
Grade 12 student with Fra¬ 
ser Heights Secondary in 
Surrey, B.C., is one of those 
10 scholarship students.

A lot of people feel 
they’re doing their part just 
by raising money, she said, 
“but what you want to do 
is help (recipients) create a 
self-sufficient lifestyle.” 

With We Day U.K., it 
means getting that mes¬ 
sage across to an even larger 
audience. 

Gambhir is excited to see 
education activist Malala 
Yousafzai at the event. “I’ve 
heard her speeches in the 
UN and her stories are truly 
moving,” she said. She’s also 
excited to see Evanna Lynch, 
who plays Luna Lovegood 
in the Harry Potter movies. 
“I’m a huge Harry Potter 
fan,” she added. 

Romeo Tello, a Grade 11 
student with Monarch Park 
Collegiate in Toronto, is 


also on his way to London 
on scholarship. Tello, 16, is 
a councillor with the City 
Youth Council of Toronto, 
working with local reps on 
community issues and cam¬ 
paigns. His efforts have led, 
for example, to the exten¬ 
sion of library hours in his 
community. 

He also works with the 
school’s Free the Children 
club, Minga. Last year, the 
club sent a group of stu¬ 
dents to India to help build 
a school; students are cur¬ 
rently raising funds to build 
a school in Ecuador. 

“I’m one of those more 
fortunate youth who got to 
see We Day grow into what 
it is now,” said Tello. “I’ve 
been to one of the first We 
Days in Toronto and now I 
get to go to the first inter¬ 
national one.” 

Like Gambhir, he’s ex¬ 
cited to see Yousafzai at 
We Day U.K.. But he’s also 
hoping the trip will spark 
ideas through collabora¬ 
tion with like-minded youth 
— sort of like an informal 
forum of ideas. 

“In my school we’re all 
from the same neighbour¬ 
hood — the discussion is 
pretty similar,” said Tello. 
“These are nine other 
people from different areas 
of the country and our views 
will be different, our strat¬ 
egies will be different ... 
and hopefully some tangible 
strategies will come out of 
that.”

In 2010, Hannah Owen went 
to Rwanda with her dad, actor 
Clive Owen. She was 13 years 
old. They were there as guests 
of Aegis Trust, a British NGO 
that campaigns to prevent 
genocide. 

It was a life-changing ex¬ 
perience. “I had been opened 
up to the world of Africa... but 
I never really had the experi¬ 
ence of youth empowerment,” 
she said. It was a trip to Kenya 
a year later with Me to We — 
to visit a Free The Children de¬ 
velopment — that helped her 
see how youth could make a 
difference. 

“It had the most incredible 
impact on me,” said Owen. “It 
completely changed my per¬ 
spective on what is possible.” 

When she returned home,

she started her own fundrais¬ 
ing efforts. A conversation 
with friends turned into a 
chiclcen-and-egg race with her 
sister through the streets of 
London (each dressed in a cos¬ 
tume) to see who would come 
first; the chicken or the egg.

was completely bonkers,” she 
said, adding that they man¬ 
aged to raise $5,900 that went 
toward education in Kenya. 
Over the past three years, 
Owen estimates she’s helped 
to raise about $18,500 for vari¬ 
ous causes. 

She’s particularly excited to 
hear Malala Yousafzai speak at 
We Day U.K. Of course, she’ll 
also be there to see her dad 
take the stage. 

“He has pushed me and 
opened the doors to that 
world,” she says of her dad. 

As for We Day U.K., Owen 
believes it’s going to have a big 
impact on British youth. 

“It will be a spark for 
an amazing cloud of posi¬ 
tivity around the U.K.”

Could Mattel deal 
earn Girl Scouts 
a Bad Idea patch? 


Activist. The Barbie

America’s top doll. Barbie, 
finds herself in controversy 
once again, this time over 
a business partnership be¬ 
tween her manufacturer, 
Mattel, and the Girl Scouts.

Dream — criticized Barbie 
as a flawed role model for 
little girls and launched a 
petition drive urging the 
Girl Scouts of the USA to

end the partnership. The 
Girls Scouts said they would 
not do so. 

The Girl Scouts’ partner¬ 


ship with Mattel, announced 
last August, includes a Bar¬ 
bie-themed activity book, a 
website, and a Barbie par¬ 
ticipation patch — the first 
Girl Scout uniform patch 
with corporate sponsorship. 

“Holding Barbie, the 
quintessential fashion doll, 
up as a role model for Girl 
Scouts simultaneously sex- 
ualizes young girls, idealizes 
an impossible body type, and 
undermines the Girl Scouts’ 
vital mission to build ’girls 
of courage, confidence and 
character,” said Susan Linn, 
director of the Boston-based 
commercial-free childhood 
organization. 

She said the Barbie patch 
— targeted at 5-to-8-year- 
old Daisies and Brownies — 
would transform these girls 
into “walking advertise¬ 
ments.”

Enbridge’s Line 9 pipeline reversal gets go ahead 


The National Energy Board 
issued a green light Thursday 
to energy giant Enbridge’s 
plan to reverse the flow and 
increase the capacity of a 
pipeline that has been run¬ 
ning between southern On¬ 
tario and Montreal for years. 

The 141-page decision 
on the controversial Line 9 
comes some four months 
after the federal regulator 
held public hearings on the 
Calgary-based company’s 
proposal. 

“The board’s decision en¬ 


ables Enbridge to react to 
market forces and provide 
benefits to Canadians, while 
at the same time imple¬ 
menting the project in a safe 
and environmentally sensi¬ 
tive manner,” the NEB said 
in a statement. 

“Enbridge will be permit¬ 
ted to operate all of Line 9 
in an eastward direction in 
order to transport crude oil 
from Western Canada and 
the U.S. Baklcen region to re¬ 
fineries in Ontario and Que¬ 
bec.” 


The approval is subject 
to a number of conditions, 
which include Enbridge be¬ 
ing required to undertake ac¬ 
tivities involving pipeline in¬ 
tegrity, emergency response 
and continued consultation 
with stakeholders and the 
public. 

The board also requires 
Enbridge to apply for leave 
to open the reversed Line 9. 

“The board has imposed 
conditions that will enhance 
current and ongoing pipeline 
integrity, safety and environ¬ 


mental protection measures 
to which Line 9 is already 
subject,” the NEB wrote in its 
conclusion. “It is now up to 
Enbridge to fulfil its commit¬ 
ments and satisfy the Board’s 
requirements.” 

Enbridge said it was al¬ 
ready working on a plan to 
fulfil those requirements, 
saying the NEB’s approval 
will allow “reliable, competi¬ 
tive North American crude 
oil” to be delivered to refin¬ 
eries in Ontario and Quebec.

Richard: Steve, Mr. Peabody 
& Sherman lacks the polit¬ 
ical bent of the original Jay 
Ward cartoon series, but it is 
loaded with references from 
literature, history and popu¬ 
lar culture. It’s the only kid’s 
movie with an Oedipal joke 
and I can’t imagine a Minion 
punning, “Marie Antoinette 
could have kept her head if 
she had issued an edict to 
distribute bread to the poor. 
But you can’t have your cake 
and edict too.” Which means 
it is stuffed with the spirit of 


Ward, which is a good thing, 
even if it does veer off path 
with a sentimental father and 
son subplot. What did you 
think? 

Steve: I agree 100 per cent, 
Richard. In fact, by dipping its 
proverbial toe into that father- 
son subplot, the film dares to 
touch on what other family 
films like Finding Nemo or 
The Incredibles have done bet¬ 
ter. Still, the movie’s meteoric 
pace never lingers too long 
on any facet of the film and 
its niche truly is the ceaseless 
nods to historical events. My 
favourite had to be a clever 
throwback to Spartacus. 

RC: I know the history ele¬ 
ment sounds dangerously 
educational for a mainstream 


kid’s flick, but the movie’s 
trips back to ancient Egypt, 
the Trojan War and Leonardo 
Da Vinci’s studio where they 
discover the secret of Mona 
Lisa’s smile are really fun. 
They are made doubly so by 
great voice work. As the dim 
witted general Agamemnon, 
Patrick Warburton really 
stands out. He started the con¬ 
fident dumb guy routine on 
Seinfeld (as Elaine’s on-and-off 
boyfriend Puddy) and uses it 
to hilarious effect here. 

SG: And for those who remem¬ 
ber the old Bullwinkle series, 
Ty Burrell does a pretty decent 
job voicing the movie’s canine 
savant. Even more successful 
are the comedy’s captivating 
visuals, especially the way dir¬ 
ector Rob Minkoff works the 


3D to capture the measure of 
epic Trojan battles or travel¬ 
ling through the time-space 
continuum and not simply for 
eye-catching sight gags. 

RC: The animation is top 
notch and like the best of 
Ward’s work, Mr. Peabody 
& Sherman realizes that the 
material has to work on multi 
levels, the surface and the sa¬ 
tirical. Like The Lego Movie, I 
think this movie will appeal 
to kids and adults. 

SG: Again, I agree. The mov¬ 
ie is a peppy, playful ride 
through histoiy for all ages.

Enemy. Actor 
Jake Gyllenhaal talks 
about breathing life into 
Quebec filmmaker's 
cinematic vision

In many ways, 2013 was a dark 
year for Canadian filmmaker 
Denis Villeneuve and his right- 
hand actor, Jake Gyllenhaal. At 
the Toronto International Film 
Festival, the pair premiered two 
disparate — but both unset¬ 
tling — films. 

The one that garnered the 
most attention was the Hugh 
Jackman-fronted Prisoners, 
where Gyllenhaal plays the 
morally upright gumshoe De¬ 
tective Loki. And while this 
role pulled plenty of praise for 


Gyllenhaal, his more difficult 
turn as an actor came in Ville¬ 
neuve’s second offering at TIFF 
— the mind-bending Enemy. 

The film, based on a book 
called The Double by Portu¬ 
guese writer Jose Saramago, 
delves into deep thoughts on 
doppelgangers. It’s a heavy psy¬ 
cho-erotic thriller whose end¬ 
ing refuses to be constrained 
with a neat bow. Gyllenhaal 
plays a melancholic Toronto- 
dwelling history prof who 
learns there’s a D-list actor 
out in Mississauga who looks 
exactly like him. The actor is 
challenged to play two charac¬ 
ters against himself when the 
doubles eventually meet. 

“Denis was inspired by the 
book and was trying to find a 
really grand metropolis that 
matched his idea. He felt like 
Toronto has been shot as other 
places so often but not veiy 
often as itself,” says Gyllenhaal, 
explaining the director’s deci¬ 


sion to set the story in Canada’s 
largest city — a creative leap 
from the book. 

The air is unsettling as the 
story unfurls in a grey and deso¬ 
late Toronto. And as the doppel¬ 
gangers continue to meet 
things just get more murky. 
“It’s about the unconscious,” 
Gyllenhaal says of the film. 
“There’s a dream-lilce nature to 
it. Dreams are had in the dark 
and they have this darkness 
that’s really beautiful,” he adds. 

Enemy is the kind of movie 
that taunts us to construct 
meaning from a fever-dream 
and will leave viewers debat¬ 
ing its meaning long after the 
finale. “I feel like we’re all 
searching for a concrete answer 
to films. We want a structure 
that is clear and a lot of times 
we want a resolution that will 
somehow bring us comfort in 
a discomforting world,” says 
Gyllenhaal. 

But even after this philo-

sophical moment, Gyllenhaal 
himself can’t escape that hu¬ 
man desire to put things in 
order, offering his own inter¬ 
pretation on the tale: “I think 
it’s about a man struggling with 
committing to a relationship 
and a marriage. It’s the psycho¬ 
logical journey, when you’re 
trying to decide the parts of 
yourself to commit to and the 
parts of yourself to kill off,” he 
says.

Need For Speed. In the

They just don’t crash ‘em like 
they used to. 

The era of computer¬ 
generated characters, green 
screen falceiy and motion 
capture magic is upon us. 
Film has gone digital, right 
down to the cameras. You 
might say the days of the 
practical stuntman — who 
crashed real cars and put his 
life on the line for a great 
shot — is dead and gone. 

Need for Speed director 
Scott Waugh would beg to dif¬ 
fer. In his movie, “all of it’s 
real.” 

“The only CGI I’m doing,” he 
says, “is painting out the cam¬ 
eras that I have eveiywhere.” 

Waugh, a second generation 


stuntman turned director, shot 
Need for Speed on location in 
Detroit with the most practical 
special effects possible. The 
classic car films of the 1960s 
and 70s were his inspiration. 


“We still quote them,” he 
says. “We quote Bullit, we 
quote French Connection, we 
quote Grand Prix, Smokey and 
the Bandit. 

“And that’s what we’re 


tiying to bring back on this 
movie. 

“All the car driving’s for real, 
we’re going the speeds we say 
we’re going and it’s really a vis¬ 
ceral ride.” 


Stuntman stuff 


“I think a great stuntman 
has a great respect for 
fear. Because when you 
have that respect, you 
do everything you can to 
minimize and negate the 
problems that can come 
so you are safe. So if you 
don’t have the fear, I think 
most people actually just 
get hurt, just not realizing 
the consequences are high,” 
says Waugh. 


But this isn’t the 70s, and 
modem movies often demand 
more and more action sequen¬ 
ces that seem impossible to do 
in real life. Not a problem for 
Waugh. 

“It’s just a matter of engin¬ 
eering it right,” he says. 

For just one of the film’s jaw- 
dropping car jumps, Waugh 
and his team spent six months 
planning and getting the phys¬ 
ics just right. For the human be¬ 
ings behind the wheel, it’s time 
well spent. 

“When you start travelling 
at the speeds we’re travelling 


during this film, the conse¬ 
quences are exponential,” he 
says. 

But it’s not all about the 
crash bang boom. Waugh 
knows the importance of the 
leading man in a good car flick, 
and likens Need for Speed’s star 
Aaron Paul to the King of Cool 
himself. 

“He’s one of the first people 
I’ve worked with in his age 
bracket that actually harnesses 
the Steve McQueen vibe,” says 
Waugh of Paul. 

“Steve had an incredible 
thing about him. He was dan¬ 
gerous as a person, he was 
charming, and he was love¬ 
able, and he was talented 
physically. That’s a hard four 
to find in our current actors 
that are in the 20s age brack¬ 
et, and he’s [Aaron Paul] the 
only one to me that harnesses 
those qualities. 

If you ask Waugh, the love¬ 
able Breaking Bad alumnus has 
the danger factor and the Mc¬ 
Queen charm, but what about 
the physical part? 

“I told him,” laughs 
Waugh, “if he doesn’t make 
it as an actor, he’s got a great 
stunt career ahead of him.”

Resurrecting Nelvana 

Captain Canuck isn’t the only Canadian 
superhero emerging from the protective 
hands of comic book collectors or the 
dog-eared, twine-tied stacks in musty base¬ 
ments. 

Pre-dating Wonder Woman, Nelvana of 
the North first appeared in comics in 1941 
and ran for 31 issues. 

The tribal legends about the witch-lilce 
daughter of Kolialc, King of the Northern 
Lights, inspired comic creator Adrian 
Dingle to pen a stoiy about Canada’s first 
female superhero. 

CGA Comics’ Hope Nicholson and her 
partner, Rachel Richey, launched a Kick- 
starter campaign last year to raise money to 
publish a complete anthology of 
all the Nelvana comics. With¬ 
in five days they reached — 
and then doubled — their 
goal of $25,000. This 
spring, the 350-page 
book will be sent out to 
the project’s crowdfunders. 

“She is amazingly drawn, she 
is an Inuit super goddess, which is 
something that is really unusual,” said 




Rachel Richey and Hope Nicholson. 


Nicholson. “It is extremely Canadian. She 
actually, in one issues, arrives on a polar 
bear into battle, which is where Nelvana 
animation got its logo of a polar bear.” 

To create the anthology, they went to 
about 13 different private and public collec¬ 
tions across Canada to scan each page. 
They managed to get all of them 
except for one which they could 
not find, said Nicholson, who also 
produced the Canadian superhero 
documentaiy Lost Heroes, currently 
airing on Super Channel. “It was in 
one private collector’s collection but 
it was too damaged to scan, so I had to 
go to a reference library yesterday to 
get a microfiche scan.” dean lisk

When it comes to updating 
a disco-era comic book char¬ 
acter for an action-filled gen¬ 
eration, you need to make 
some crucial changes. 

“These days, the whole 
idea of a superhero in tights 
doesn’t really exist,” said Fadi 
Hakim. “You do need boots, 
you need armour. You need 
that sort of thing.” 

Hakim is one of the cre¬ 
ative minds behind the re¬ 
vamped Captain Canuck, a 
red-and-white clad superhero 
who first leapt — he doesn’t 
fly but he has superhuman 
strength — from the comic 
book pages in 1975. 

The series was temporar¬ 
ily shelved in 1976, but was 
back in stores from 1979 to 
1981. A second version of 
Canuck appeared in 1993, 
then a third in 2004, but 
these were both limited runs. 

Fast forward a decade, 
where the highest rated 
films chronicle the lca-pows, 
whacks and pralc-pralcs of the 
X-Men, Justice League and 
Dark Knight, and the time 
appeared right for Canuck 
to reemerge from the Can¬ 
adian wilderness of forgotten 
superheroes. 

A new five-part web series 
featuring Canuck wrapped 
up this week (more are 
planned), a live-action suit 
has been unveiled for public 
appearances, and the film 
rights have been bought by 
Minds Eye Entertainment. 
Fans are even creating their 
own art based on the charac¬ 
ters in the series. 

“He is a boy scout that is 
a little apologetic and tongue 
in cheek,” said Hakim, 
president of Captain Canuck 
Inc. and owner of Toronto’s 
Lalceview Restaurant, about 
this new incarnation. 

You see those qualities in 
the first episode of the web 
series. Canuck weaves his 
way through a Canada Day 
crowd on Parliament Hill 
in a rush to defuse a bomb. 
“Sony, miss,” he says to a fe¬ 
male fan before interrupting 
a Platinum Blonde concert to 
locate the explosive. 


“Exploring Canadian 
identity is amazing,” said 
Hakim. “It is veiy simple to 
play on that dry sense of hu¬ 
mour that is almost cliched, 
but we Canadians hold that 
dear, and it is important to 
us. That is what Captain Can¬ 
uck is.” 

It was that representa¬ 
tion of Canadian identity 
that first attracted Hakim 
to the character. He was 
six years old when he came 
across a Canuck comic at the 


Dixie Flea Market near To¬ 
ronto Pearson International 
Airport. The ’70s comic fol¬ 
lowed the adventures of Tom 
Evans, a secret agent living in 
a futuristic 1993, who gains 
supernatural powers after an 
encounter with extraterres¬ 
trials. 

“I had my own money, 25 
cents, and I bought Captain 
Canuck No. 1,” he said. “I 
didn’t remember reading the 
story but I do remember get¬ 
ting as many issues as I could. 


He was a patriotic character. 
He was vibrant. And then 
‘Canuck,’ I didn’t really know 
what ‘Canuck’ meant. 

“I was born here, but am 
first generation, and, you 
know, singing O Canada in 
class, and the flag, and to see 
that in a comic book... It puts 
things in perspective.” 

Hakim went from buying 
Canuck comics to introdu¬ 
cing the character to a new 
generation after he met Ri¬ 
chard Comely, the comic’s

creator. Hakim wanted to use 
the superhero’s likeness on 
his restaurant’s menu and 
approached Comely to see if 
he would allow it. 

“I took a chance and 
emailed Richard and I 
couldn’t believe it when he 
got back to me,” said Hakim. 

When the license for Cap¬ 
tain Canuck became avail¬ 
able, Hakim acquired the 
rights. One of the first people 
he brought on board to re¬ 
vamp the character was Paul 
Gardner. 

“As a kid, I came from 
Scotland and I discovered 
the comic,” said Gardner, 
creative director at Captain 
Canuck Inc. “I had Captain 
Britain over there, and they 
didn’t have it here. Then, 
I saw Captain Canuck on a 
shelf, picked it up and fell in 
love with it. My way into Can¬ 
ada was sort of through the 
comic book.” 

The first question they 
asked themselves is what 
they would keep from the 
original series. “It went from 
being a fantasy — the big 
blue sky — to how do we do 
this practically so we don’t 
have fans hate us,” said Gard¬ 
ner. “It takes a village to raise 
a child; it’s the same as tak¬ 
ing a property like this.” 

While they changed the 
suit, and switched the gender 
of the character Blue Fox 
from male to female, they 
stuck to the spirit of Captain 
Canuck as a big boy scout 
with a conscious. 

“We wanted to make this 
all inclusive, we wanted to 
make sure we stuck to our fe¬ 
male audience and brought a 
bit more balance to the char¬ 
acters,” said Gardner. “There 
is a big female audience.” 

“There are no big breasts, 
there is none of that non¬ 
sense,” said Hakim. “So far, 
so great. We are growing 
it slowly, we are keeping it 
independent to the point 
where we have enough of a 
following we can take it to a 
bigger audiences.”

The man inside the leather 


It's time to stop thinking 'comedians’ when 
you hear the words 'Canada' and 'comics’ 
Here is a quick sampling of some of our 
illustrious illustrated past and present: 


JohnnyCanuck 


When the War Exchange Conservation Act banned the 
import of luxuiy goods from the United States—yes, 
comics included—in the 1940s, a Golden Age of comics 
was started in Canada. Johnny Canuck was updated and 
new characters, like Nelvana of the Northern Lights, were 
introduced. 


Tom McFarlane 


A Calgaiy native, McFarlane worked on a number of 
famous comics in the ’80s and ’90s before creating 
his own character, the anti-hero Spawn. 


How do you dress Captain Canuck? Not in tights, that’s for 
sure, says David Pea, president of UD Replicas. “There is a lot 
of ‘been there done that’ with spandex. They can be convin¬ 
cing and realistic but they can also look cheap,” he says. 

Pea’s Toronto-based company makes motorcycle suit rep¬ 
licas of pop culture costumes, from the Dark Knight and Man 
of Steel to KISS jackets and Star Wars. 

“What the studios do with millions of dollars and massive 
budgets to create their costumes on films we have to some¬ 


how reproduce out of leather for the public,” he said. 

Late last summer, Pea was approached to create a Captain 
Canuck suit. The costume was shown for the first time at 
Thursday’s premiere of episode five of the animated series in 
Toronto. 

“In the cartoon, Canuck has big shoulders, no waist and 
a little head, and they had to figure out how to get all that to 
work on a real person without it looking silly,” says Pea. “It 
had to be done with human proportions.” metro 


Created as a political cartoon in the 
1800s, this national personification 
was Canada’s answer to Great 
Britain’s John Bull and the U.S.’s Uncle 
Sam. Just like Barbie, Canuck was 
depicted as eveiything from a soldier 
to a “habitant” and a lumberjack— 
which is the basis for the Vancouver 
Canuck’s logo. 


Superman 


We’ve all seen the “It will never fly” heritage 
moment; in 1933, Jeriy Siegel and his 
Canadian cousin Joe Shuster created the 
building-leaping Man of Steel. Some of the 
original elements in the strip, like the 
name of the newspaper Clark Kent worked 
at, were inspired by Shuster’s Toronto 
upbringing.

“It doesn’t matter what you are built like when 
you put on our stuff,” says Pea. “Even if our suits 
are too big on you, it naturally looks skin tight 
because of the muscle-wrapping design 
we have done. He is going to look like a 
tank. It is going to look like he has zero 
body fat.” 

The muscles 

The Captain’s shoulders, biceps, 
triceps, thighs and six-pack (more 
like eight-pack) were sculpted 
out of motorcycle-grade foam- 
body armour. The leather was 
then glued to the muscles and 
worked into the creases to make 
the suit look skin tight. It took 
more than a month to complete 
this phase. 


Captain Canuck spared 
a few minutes from his 
crime-fighting crusade 
to answer a few need-to- 
lcnow questions. Here is 
what red and white had to 
say: 


Who is a Canadian hero? 

Chris Hadfield sets an amaz¬ 
ing example for all young 
Canadians — and he’s one of 
the only men I know who can 
fly in space! A close second 
would be the True Patriot 
Love organization, which 
looks after all the men and 
women who risk their lives 
in militaiy service.

Also custom made, the knee- 
high boots are deep red with 
white trim. Snap buckles on 
the sides allow Canuck to 
pull them on. “These are 
the sexiest and coolest 
boots we have ever made 
and they scream Canada. 
There is no mistaking them 
for anyone but Captain Can¬ 
uck.” For the record, Canuck 
wears a size 11.

The fabrics 


The jackets and pants 
are made from a white 
heavy-grained Napa leath¬ 
er and two types of red 
suede. There is darker red 
suede for the details and a 
brighter red covered in sili¬ 
cone hexagon print. “It is a 
3D-raised print and you can 
feel it with your finger when 
you run it across it. That was 
a nightmare to do, I am not 
going to he,” says Pea. “The 
philosophy of the character 
had to fit. He is a Canadian 
hero, so the fact it is made 
of something a little sturdier 
than spandex makes sense 
with our weather.” 


Taken from a life cast, a clay mold was later 
injected with red-and-white urethane rubber 
(the same stuff used for car bumpers and 
tires). Red earpieces were later attached 
and blue mesh lenses were placed in the 
eye sockets. “It looks bad-ass,” says Pea, 
adding Canuck wears the mask over a 
white balaclava.

White. 

“I don’t know how much 
room but certainly it takes 
place pre-Walt so there is that 
space in that moment of time 
to have Gustavo realized in 
that show, it certainly is com¬ 
pletely possible,” Esposito 
said in a recent phone inter¬ 
view to promote an appear¬ 
ance at Toronto Comicon this 
weekend.

Breaking Bad co-star Aaron 
Paul, who played Walt’s 


student-turned-sidelcick, has 
said he’s game for revisiting 
Jesse Pinlcman and has been 
in talks about bringing his 
character on board. 

But it isn’t clear if there 
will be room for Breaking Bad 
star Biyan Cranston, whose 
science-teacher-turned-dealer 
Walter White relied on Saul’s 
money-laundering schemes 
as his empire grew. 

One character that has 
reportedly been confirmed 
is Saul’s trusted private in¬ 
vestigator/fixer Mike Ehr- 
mantraut, played by Jonathan 
Banks. And that may be Gus’ 
avenue into the show. 

Fans of Breaking Bad 
know that Mike also worked 
as security chief at Los Polios 
Hermanos, the chicken chain 
Gus used to launder his drug 
spoils, and was an enforcer in 
Gus’s drug operation. 

If Gus is ever brought into 
the show, Esposito says he’s 
confident it would be a natur¬ 
al fit to the overall Breaking 
Bad stoiy.

Police in suburban Atlanta ar¬ 
rested a woman they say was 
found sleeping in a bedroom 
at a home rented by Justin 
Bieber.

She told officers she had 
come to attend Bieber’s 
birthday party and entered 
the unoccupied home 
through an unlocked door.

family activities to help prac¬ 
tise making good, healthy de¬ 
cisions — just be sure to stay 
close by to keep things safe. 

3 Validate her experiences. 
If she has challenges 


with friends or teachers, for 
example, avoid remarks like 
“it will all be fine tomorrow.” 
Respect how she feels, bring 
in different perspectives and 
help her find solutions by 


talking things through. 

4 Help her develop a strong 
sense of connection to 
others. Encourage her to join 
teams and clubs to build so¬ 
cial connections. Being on¬ 


line shouldn’t be the primaiy 
form of social interaction. 

5 Encourage her to take 
safe risks. You instinct¬ 
ively want to protect, but 
girls do need to learn to be 
accountable for decisions and 
learn from their mistakes. 

6 Stay connected to your 
child’s school. There are 
many ways to be involved 
even if you can’t volunteer in 
the classroom. Besides a good 
curriculum, your daughter’s 
school should celebrate di¬ 
versity, encourage the value 
of charity, and create a safe, 
caring environment. 

7 Promote extracurricular 
activities. From music 
and art, to sports, public 
speaking and more, embrace 
the things your daughter is 
good at and encourage her to 
go outside her comfort zone, 
too. 

8 Model self-confidence 
in your own behaviour. 
Your daughter shouldn’t 
hear you criticizing things 
like your appearance or your 
weight.

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NHL reduces Devils’ 


Hockey. New Jersey 
keeping first-round 
pick, fine reduced 


The NHL reduced its penalty 
against the New Jersey Devils 
on Thursday for signing Ilya 
Kovalchuk in 2010. 

The Devils will keep the 
first-round draft pick they were 
scheduled to forfeit this year, 
and the league will reduce the 


$3 million fine assessed against 
the team for circumventing 
the NHL-NHLPA collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement 

The Devils recently applied 
to the league for reconsidera¬ 
tion and relief from a portion 
of the original penalty, citing 
primarily changes in circum¬ 
stances which, in the club’s 
view, changed the appropriate¬ 
ness of the sanctions. 

The NHL did not spell out 
what changed, but Kovalchuk 
retired after last season and re¬ 


turned to Russia to play there. 

Devils president and gener¬ 
al manager Lou Lamoriello said 
the franchise’s new ownership 
asked the league to reconsider 
the penalty, and a hearing was 
held this year. 

“We’re pleased,” said Lamor¬ 
iello, who said several factors 
other than Kovalchuk’s retire¬ 
ment went into the league’s 
decision, without elaborating.
